tion M a custom mill, reducing ores 
from Candelaria and elsewhere out on 
the Carson & Colorado Railroad. The 
Auburn null is one of the oldest estab- 
lished and most complete in 'the State, 
being fitted for working ores by the 
Stetefeldt and other processes. Its 
water power is supplied by a ditch fron 
Trnekee river. Thai river conld supply 
power for several such mills as the Au- 
burn, and with the railroad facilities for 
transportation still further increased by 
the Nevada & Oregon Railroad, ores 
may some day be brought to Reno for 
reduction from 'all the four cardinal 
points of the compass. Smelting works 
might also be advantageously estab- 
lished at Reno.
